For  the  Guidance  of  Individuals  who  may  desii-e  to  Prosecute 
Persons  Guilty  of  Cruelty  to  Animals. 

'I'lif  Dominion  Liw  presents  llnee  means  l)y  which  perpetralois  of 
Cnu-lty  lit  Animals  may  be  j)imi>hed  •  1.  I'y  t^ivini;'  llie  Otfendcr  into 
tlie  custody  of?  I'oliceman  or  Conslablc  ;  II.  Jiy  the  issue  of  a  sum- 
mons ;     III.   Hy  the  apprehension  of  the  accused  under  a  Warrant. 

/.   By  ^ii  iii_L^  the  Offender  into  the  cmtcdy  of  a  /'olidtnan  or  Constable. 

This  is  the  best  course  to  adopt  within  the  City  of  St.  John,  and  in 
towns  where  Magistrates  sit  daily,  as  the  person  charged  can  be  con- 
veyed to  a  I'olice Court  immediately  after  the  commission  of  an  offence, 
ai'.d  jiuniihed  forthwith.  If  a  I'oliceman  or  Constable  is  not  within 
reach  when  the  cruelty  is  witnessed,  or  cannot  be  obtained  soon  after- 
wards, it  will  be  better  to  proc  "1  by  summons,  except  in  flagrant  cases, 
exhib'ling  the  worst  features  of  torture  ;  or  when  inconsequence  of  the 
offender's  refusal  to  discontinue  his  brutality,  it  may  be  necessary  to 
protect  the  animal  bv  placing  its  tormentor  in  custody  of  a  Police 
Ofticei. 

//.   />V  //}(■  issue  of  li  siiininons. 

I'irst  obtain  the  name  and  address  of  the  oflender,  and  lay  the  com- 
plaint before  a  Justice  of  the  I'eace  within  whose  jurisdiction  the  offence 
shall  have  been  committed.  This  must  be  done  within  three  calendar 
months  after  the  commission  of  the  act  complained  of. 

Should  the  accused  be  the  Driver  or  Conductor  of  an  Omnibus,  Cab 
or  other  I'ublic  \'ehicle,  olitain  his  name,  address,  and  number  of 
badge  ;  also  the  name,  afldrtss.  aiitl  number  on  said  Omnibus,  Cab,  or 
other  Vehicle.  Make  a  note  of  lime  when,  and  place  where,  the 
offence  occurred.  If  for  driving  a  horse  or  other  animal  with  galled 
neck  or  shoulders,  or  other  wounds,  note  the  size  and  situation  of  such 
wounds,  especially  if  raw,  discharging,  or  in  contact  with  the  harness  ; 
if  flogging  or  beating,  note  the  number  of  blows  and  on  what  part  of 
the  body  inllicteil,  and  the  effect,  if  any.  on  the  skin  of  the  animal  ;  if 
for  lameness,  ascertain /(?;//< 7//(?;7)'  whether  or  not  there  is  suffering,  as 
lameness  is  net  always  an  indication  of  pai  ;  if  for  weakness  or  infirm- 
ity, take  care  to  have  a  witness  to  speak  ol  the  bodily  condition,  age, 
anil  incapacity  of  the  animal,  and  the  labour  exacted  from  it ;  if  ff^r 
overloading,  it  is  indispensable  to  show  painful  distress  of  the  animal  — 
e,  ^.,  trembling,  falling,  unusual  perspiration,  or  exhaustion — or  to  show 
violence  on  the  i)art  f)f  the  driver  ;  if  for  mutilation  or  any  other  tor- 
ture under  the  Acts  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  observe  minutely  and 
take  down  in  writing  the  precise  character  of  the  same  in  detail.  It  is 
important  also  to  remember  the  exact  words  of  the  accused  when  stop- 
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-xQ, .  •  ■  'i»c(l.      liyf!\t\y  cfise,  if  |)()>sil)le,  o])tain  the  name  and  atldress  of  one  or 
^  iTii>re''rcspecti\hle  witnesses   willio}^    to   (^ive  evidenee.      If  iniwillint,',   a 

''  \v^tneA.'i  ni;»y' i)e  subjianaed  hy  the  Magistrate  lo  apjiear  . 
,;ait't   iThe   Mnqistvate   lias   power,  upon  conviction  for  ill-treatment  to  an 
Timal  wliicii   lias    sustained    damage,  to    award    compensation  tc)  the 
owner  thereof,  in  addition  to  the  punishment  upon  siich  convictions,  the 
said  compensation  to  be  jiaid  by  the  offender.

This  is  desirable  in  all  cases  where  there  is  reason  t<J  believe  the 
offender  will  evade  a  summons,  or  is  about  to  abscond.  All  the  pre- 
ceding precautions  of  course  apply  to  proceedings  under  warrant. 
There  is  another  means  of  jiunishment,  to  which  particular  attention  is 
requested,  as,  perhaps,  in  St.  John,  it  is  by  far  the  most  successful  of 
any  for  the  repression  of  cruelty,  vi/.:

'if  any  act  of  cruelty,  lie  will  institute  projier  incjuiries,  and  with  suf- 
ficient evidence,  conduct  tl.e  prosecution  without  exjiense  to  the  witness 
or  com])lainant,  and  without  his  assisstance,  except  in  as  far  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  conviction  of  the  oft'ender.  The  name  of  persons  and 
letters  sujiplying  information  are  kept  strictly  priiH/te  o//d  coiifidei/tial 
when  secrecy  is  enjoined.  Information  ami  assistance  to  facilitate  the 
prosecution  of  persons  guilty  of  oflTenc.'!;  in  any  part  of  the  Province, 
will  be  given  on  application  to  the  Sectretary.  It  is  requesteu  that  the 
jiarticulars  of  any  act  of  cruelty  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  may  be 
made  full  and  jnecise  and  delivered  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  ofience; 
.and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  personal  inconvenience  arising  out  of 
proceedings  to  protect  animals  from  the  outrages  of  cruel  men  will  not 
deter  men  of  humanity  from  co-oix.'rating  with  the  officers  in  their  efforts 
to  promote  the  objects  of  the  Society.
